3 . On July 23 , 200 1 , my assisting paralegal, Lori Vierra, accessed an Online FedEx 
Tracking service (via the Internet) and found that FedEx delivered said package 
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on July 13, 2001 to 2621 168 th Avenue NE, Bellevue, WA 98008 (see 
attachment D). 

4. Subsequently, beginning in late July of 200 1 and extending through late 
September 2001, 1 made several telephone calls, at varying times in the day 
and evening, to Mr. Don P. Mitchell at (425) 936-4716, wherein each call was 
answered by an answering machine, on later occasions the recorded voice on 
the answering machine message identified the number as belonging to Don 
Mitchell. 

5 . As of the date of signing of this petition, no reply from Mr. Don P . Mitchell 
has been received by me or any other employees of Lee & Hayes, PLLC.
